Running hastily back he clamlteria up 
scmte ipcka and tbrongh his tlasses 
was able to diacem thick smoke Issu- 
ing from a steamer peihaps tlTe mfles 
out; in flra mlnotss at the outside 
she sank! To the onlookers It seemed 
less. It was learned afterward that 
the crew had been able to launch 
boats. In 25 minutes some mosquito 
craft ware on the scene, stibmarine 
chasers and mlnit-layerB, and a good 
deal of gunfire ensued, the enemy sub- 
marine being sunk. (This was de- 
duced from the fact that a eiwt at 



Italy, he gathered from their broken 
Kngllsh. He learned that two-thirds 
ot the crew had been picked up, the 
I'emalnder being lost. 

Pour days later, ihe writer's wife 
was, watching a Bteonier on which an 
explosion occurred^ The vesssl 
changed course and appeared to have 
got away, but shortly afterward she 
was struck iiy another torpedo; dense 
emoke broke out from her aud she 
Mank in about 30 seconds. Boats 
must have been swung out at the first 
explosion, for after a taw minutes ot 
anxious watchluR, two were made out 
afloat. A "wake" of something màk' 
Ing its way to ttie southward from the 
scene of the disaster was plainly 
visible through glasses, thou^ no 
structure could be seen, and this was 
taken to be made by the enemy sub 
marine. Mine-layers were up In about 
hall an hour and the lifeboat was 
again launched, A mine-layer picked 
up the two boats' crews witfi survl 
vors, and coming as close inshore as 
possible, tihe tide being out, transfer- 
red them to the lifeboat which was 
beached and the shipwrecked crew 
was landed, A large crowd of vlslt- 
ors . and townehpeoplc had gathered 
to welcome them and gave tliem a 
cheer of greeting. Apparently only a 
few of the crenr were lost; 22 were 
landed and fitted ouit, . leaving nexl 
day for Plymouth. Most of the men 
seemed but little moved by their re- 
cent experience. 

This ' steamer was a Spaniard, the 
name as given by the men sounded 
like "Carassa." It was reported in 
the Bnglleh papers as the "Oarasaa" 
and ;iras, no doubt, the Caressa, the 
sinking of which by a derman sub- 
marine caused such consternation In 
Spanish diplomatic circles at a t^e 
when congratulations were passing on 
a satisfactory arrangement having 
been reached with Oermany. 

About a week later the writer's 
wife witnessed the destniction of one 
of these pirate craftis. She was call- 
ed to see a submarine which wae try- 
ing to escape. Through the glasses, 
aBout a ndle ouï, as she Judgod, she 
saw the periscope of a subomrine; 



nothing else was visible but smoke, 
which may have been a screen of gas, 
as submarine chasers were not clos- 
ing, but k«pt away. Au aeroplane 
was coming up fast and dropped a 
depth charge which tfirew up some 
water and looked as if it fell on or 
very close to the submarine. Shortly 
after there was a tremendous up- 
heaval again. The aeroplane then 
made off, plainly ahowlog that its 
work there was done. 
Two days later the writer was call 
ed to a hotel to see an officer of a 
United Staites cargo boiit which had 
been torpedoed. On arriving there he 
found a number of the crew as well 
as the officer refeiTed to. Two steam- 
ens had been torpedoed that morning, 
one a United States lake steamer, the 
Lake Owens; the other a Portuguese. 
Hie men were being fitted out after 
having their wounds cared for. The 
officer, who was Injured, had told the 
doctor to leave blm and look after the 
men as there were some worse hurt 
than he was. Some were very badlj 
maimed and inju^, and it was prob- 
ably the slcbt of them that danger- 
ously roused the temper of some ot 
the townspeople. A house in full view 
of the bay was Inhabited by OermanH, 
who, it was declared, had been alg- 
aalUng to the U-boats; whether they 
bad or not the writer cannot say. 

A large crowd collected before ibis 
bouse one cveninc after dark, broke 
the windows and tried to gert at the 
Osmaas who were removed by the 
back way. The next day about 40 
Germans left the town, the inhabit 
ahta of the aforesaid house boarding 
the train at a waysMe staïUon a few 
ailes out On tho following evening 
a crowd collected in front of a hotel 
In which Oormans were believed to 
be sUylng, but all had left that day 
and the crowd dispersed. 

The people of tha town, largely con 
nected with (he sea, and with sons, 
husbands, brothers or other relatives 
servlnt ht either navy or armj-, col 
leeted cvar HWf-uo a tradeswoman 
of good standing tetormed the writer 
— for the deténsa of certain accttsed 
persons. 

When the cas» came up for trial— 
I witte Iran nsmary the delendauts, 
thnngh their lawyar, said that faf 
from being desirous ot expressing 
contrition, they were very glad to 
have been the means of removing the 
Geniwns from ths town. The result 
was nominal fine «< 10s. Inflicted 
on three lads.

ETHICS VX KSGLISR LITKBATI RE. 

Now If there Is. among the beauties 
and grandeur of Knglisb literature, a 
.quality which is preeminently distinc- 
tive, it is without any doubt the moral 
quality. More than any other, the 
English people have always been In- 
lerestotl in questions of conduct, and 
ileeply absorbed in the problem of 
duty. More than any other, English 
literature, in aU phases of its develop- 
ment, has 'been dominated by the eth- 
ical point of view and imbued with 
ilip didatic .«i)irit in its highest form, 
namely, that which attains the inner 
most recesses of conscience and which 
counsels the more fundamental and 
nobler self-sacrifices. Let us call to 
mind the Rrcat names inscribed on the 
Pantheon of Kn?llsh Letters. In the 
FourieVtilli Cehttii^J, the" old itbry. 
teller Chaucer traces, with a touching 
and sincere ualvete, the lofty ideal of 
the doii.Jiiy l;n:gbl, valiant in combat 
find c;Itriiri'if in vlcioiy. During the 
Hciiiir.' r.iicp, ^^lPn^er fcoks Inspira* 
tien In the ivnight's reverence tor 
; honour , , . to paint the dignity and 
{ nobleness of the ideal court of the 
I Faerie Queene. Shakespeare, a power- 
. ful realist and a great poet, is admired 
I in England not only for his incom- 
I parable dramatic geniM but alto for 
his wladiom— «or the gift of penetra- 
tion and reflection which allows Mm 
I ut express with imagery and splendor 
tlie most profound aud genuine max- 
ims of human action. .Milton, in the 
' twelve cantos, of his majestlu epic, 
treats the problem of the oiisln of 
evil.

lines. The veteran philoso«pher of lib- 
eralism, \j}i<a John .Morley, before en- 
tering on his career as a man of let- 
ters and a statesman, undertakes a 
study of Wordsworth as a moralist 
which now ranks as an authoritative 
work. The author of the "Lyrical 
Ballads" and "The Excursion," Is, 
then, one of tfiose who should first 
hold our attention, because of the 
considerable value— both intrinsic and 
indicative— of his works, 

A contemporary of the French Revo 
lutioa aad an heir of the generation of 
.philosophers, , . . WArdsworth placed 
all his hope at first* In the political 
and! social renovation by which France 
seemed to announce to the world an 
era of happiness and progress. Like 
most of those who were witneaaea of 
the terrible vicissitudes of that epoch, 
he lost the faith wlilch he had too 
confidently placed in insUTufRSiTmd 
forms of government; he dldnatlMa 
faith, however, in the regeneration of 
man by man himself. He turned aalde 
from the delusive struggles of aseem- 
blies and> armies and having retired 
to the rustic solitude of the "Lake 
Country," lived in an inner world of 
his own, opening his mind to the 
kindly Influence of nature and ques- 
tioning the slnple heart ot the peas- 
ant. He believed that from the charm 
of the flowers, the stem grandeur of 
the cliffs, the myatery ot the woods, 
the peaea of the thatched cottage, the 
sublimity of sweeping horizons, ema- 
nated an atmosphere of health and 
moral vigor. He read laws of modera- 
tion and justice, ot etfort and.eon- 
staacy, of devotion and loy^ In the 
open pages of the greet book «f 
nature, learning therein }oy from the 
bird's song, patience from the stream 
Seepening its bed. and law from the 
planets inunutable in their coorae. 
His , poetry was thus ennched with 
exquisite touches in which the delicate 
or splendid aspects of the external 
world were IntJmsitely allied with the 
tender or whole-souled Impulaea of the 
human heart,— From 'Tmnce,. Bng- 
land, and European Demoeracy, 1415- 
1M6," by Charles C*tre (tr. from the
